Dear Friends: 


1897-1972—Yes, that is us, celebrating our 75th year in business. Almost as old as I (I’ll be 83 in January 1972), and I am 
well aware that what counts is not how old you are, but what you are. In our case I feel that how old we are tells more 
about what we are. You simply do not remain in business for 75 years unless the principles on which you operate are sound. 

As a 75th anniversary deserves something special, I hope you will indulge me and let me tell you a bit about those 75 years. 
Actually, we go back even further. Alfred Conard, our Founder, was a partner in the Dingee & Conard Co. (now defunct) 
established here at West Grove prior to the Civil War. He separated from them (reportedly over an argument about the use 
of Company funds) to start his own business in 1892. 

We became the Conard & Jones Co. in 1897. In 1899 Robert Pyle, who was to guide the destiny of the business for 45 
years, joined the firm, and after Alfred Conard died in 1906 he purchased a large share of the business. In 1923 we became 
The Conard-Pyle Co. 

Shortly after taking charge, Robert Pyle decided that we would thrive best if we had a specialty. After careful study he 
fixed upon the ROSE as the loveliest of flowers and the one which would always be popular, with continuing demand year 
after year. After all these years we have seen no need to deviate from our specialty. 

A desire for quality and integrity led Robert Pyle to the plain but effective symbol of the ‘‘Star’’ to identify our products. 
Thus in 1908, the Star became one of the earliest trademarks in our industry and STAR ROSES was born. 

Integrity led Robert Pyle to guarantee our Star Roses “to grow and bloom as they should for one growing season.’’ This 
was unheard of at the time and created quite a bit of consternation and criticism from our competitors. But after all, what is 
the purpose of quality if you cannot stand back of it. We have and we do. 

Again very early in his career Robert Pyle realized the importance of adding new and improved kinds of roses for our cus- 
tomers. Europe was the focal point for rose breeding at that time, and his first trip in search of new roses was made in 1911. 

Since then we have made dozens of trips (I went for the ninth time with my grandson, Sidney III, in June 1971). Not 
only that, we travel all over America and even to the Orient looking for good new roses (and other plants) to bring to you. 
From our travels have come hundreds of important new roses from the world’s leading hybridizers. We take great pride in 
the fine roses we have introduced to American gardens. 

In 1938 our firm joined in the formation of All-America Rose Selections, an organization that tests new roses from many 
different sources and gives Awards to the best each year. There are 23 of these Test Gardens throughout the U.S.A., one of 
which is located at The Conard-Pyle Co. Seventeen of our introductions have been winners of the coveted All-America Rose 
Selections Award. The latest is PORTRAIT, one of the two winners for 1972. The greatest was our introduction of the 
fabulous PEACE rose as an All-America Award Winner for 1946. 

In 1951 on the death of Robert Pyle, my associates, my two sons and I purchased his interest in the Company. Since that 
time we have designed and added new facilities to continually improve our products and our services, doubled our land to 
grow better roses, built new cold-storage facilities and streamlined our handling and shipping methods to get our plants 
into your hands nursery-fresh. I believe we are big enough to serve you, yet small enough to know you. 

My 42 years with Star Roses make up more than half of our 75-year history. I am proud of our past and look to the future. 
We will strive to give you even better quality and service. 

An interesting sidelight of American history occurred when we purchased a farm in 1927. A stipulation in an old deed to 
a part of the land called for the payment of “‘one red rose”’ as rental to the heirs or assigns of William Penn if same be de- 
manded. In 1936 we revived the custom and started to use the occasion to present our new roses. If you are in our vicinity 
any year on the first Saturday following Labor Day, drop in and join us for the ceremony which we call RED ROSE RENT 
DAY. Also enjoy the 40 acres of our rose fields in bloom, which are always open to the public. 

In keeping our tradition continuously alive, I am again pleased this year to be bringing you some new roses and other 
plants that I know you will enjoy. Particularly am I pleased with the new All-America Award Winning Rose for 1972, POR- 
TRAIT, created by Carl Meyer of Cincinnati, Ohio, the only amateur hybridizer ever to win an All-America Award. And 
I find its companion winner, APOLLO, well worth recommending as a much-needed yellow with exceptional vigor and lots 
of bloom. See the new Miniature rose Shooting Star on page 38. 

Also I am pleased to have for you something new in gardening—especially selected, named kinds of the famed Exbury 
Hybrid Azaleas which you will find on pages 48 and 49. I am doubly pleased that the Azalea Golden Peace, the finest yellow 
Azalea yet introduced, was developed here. 

I commend to you also the new hybrid Hollies you will find on page 50 as something new, distinct and an unusually hardy 
addition to the American landscape. 

We send our good wishes for many happy days of gardening to all of you from all of us on our 75th anniversary here at

Like children, roses will somehow man- 
age to grow even if neglected. But how 
much better they are when given proper 

love and care, with good food and regular check-ups! 
Basic minimum care for roses consists of pruning and 
fertilizing in the spring and spraying and watering in 


the summer. This should take about two or three 
minutes per plant per week. This, plus garden soil of 
average fertility and five or six hours of sunshine per day, 
will give good results practically everywhere. It always 
pays to choose the planting site carefully and to dig a 
generous-sized hole for the roots. 

As you get acquainted with the growing habits of 
your various roses, youll enjoy watching them develop 
and won’t begrudge the time you spend on them.

Robert B. Peters Co., Inc., 2833 Pennsylvania St., 
Allentown, Pa. 18104. 

To prepare a soil sample, dig a hole about 10 inches 
deep. Cut a thin slice of soil from the top to the bottom 
of this hole, and put it in a plastic bag. Take five or six 
other samples in a similar manner, putting them all in 
the same bag. Stir them up together, and mail about 
a pint of this mixture in a box to Mr. Peters. His 
charge for an analysis and suggestions for improving 
your soil is $2.50.

Winter hardy, drought resistant, maintenance free, Crownvetch is a 
sturdy ground cover that represents twenty years of research. Al- 
though not strictly an evergreen, it does remain green all year round 
until there is a heavy freeze. In that case it turns brown, but surges 
back to a lovely soft green as soon as the temperature goes above 50°.

Freely branched, vigorous 
plants producing a profusion of tremendous 
balloon-like trusses 6 inches and more 
across give a mass of color in mid-May. 
Each large truss consists of as many as 13 
individual florets up to 3 inches across, 
making a solid ball of beauty. Gracefully 
frilled, bright yellow petals of even color 
brightened by a rich golden blatch to accent 
the upper petal. The ultimate is an aura of 
sweet, spicy fragrance to thrill the nose as 
the color does the eye. The color stays un- 
changed until the end. As the bloom ma- 
tures, bright green foliage comes out to 
clothe the vigorous, strong stems. 

GOLDEN PEACE is most showy as a 
specimen plant. The bright green foliage 
adds a-spot of warmth through the summer. 
In fall, the leaves turn red-bronze shades 
before dropping, and the stiff woody 
branches give contrast and texture to a 
stark winter landscape. GOLDEN PEACE 
is indeed one of the new car-stopping 
colors, lending brilliance and interest to any 
planting. Considering that GOLDEN 
PEACE is of my own selection, I have to 
admit to a bit of favoritism, but I know 
you will like it.

A 20-Year-Old Love Affair

Shortly after World War II, in the late 40’s, I first became 
acquainted with the Ghent and Mollis type Azaleas as grafted 
imported plants from Holland. I was struck by their vivid 
colors and continued to try to grow them in spite of many 
difficulties, including the simple fact that they just plain didn’t 
seem to want to grow here. 

I cannot recall exactly where I saw my first Exbury Hybrid 
Azaleas but it was in 1950 or 1951, shortly after becoming 
disillusioned with the Ghent and Mollis types. And I was so 
taken with their colorful beauty and large flowers that our 
nursery acquired some plants. Again, more problems developed 
—though the plants themselves grew well, we were unable to 
develop the technique of propagating them. My persistence 
was stronger than my wisdom, for I continued to fool around 
with them for years and years. 

My interest was so strong that in 1953 I purchased some seed 
from England. The seedlings flourished and in 1956 began to 
bloom. Of course, being from seed, they were all colors of the 
rainbow and varied widely in their quality. Of the several 
hundred, we selected 48 as having special merit. Of the 48, 
and 15 years later, we have just one left, and that is the luscious 
Golden Peace we introduce to you here. 

Meanwhile, we continued to collect other kinds from every- 
where we could find them. We grew them, tested them and 
continued to try to propagate them but without success. In 
1964 Richard Vanderbilt joined us and soon developed a fond- 
ness for these hybrid Azaleas equal to my own. Fortunately, 
his affection was reinforced with a knowledge of the propagation 
technique necessary to reproduce these difficult wayward plants, 
and as a result we can now offer them to our customers.

The Exbury Story 


Behind something as unique and exotic as the 
Exbury Hybrid Azaleas there has to be a story. 

In the 1850’s a knowledgeable and venturesome 
nurseryman, Anthony Waterer of Knaphill Nur- 
series in England, became interested in improving 
hardy deciduous Azaleas. By combining Ghent 
Hybrids from Belgium and Mollis from Holland 
and crossing with the Western Azalea from America, 
he produced the Knaphill Hybrids. 

Shortly after World War I Lord Lionel de Roths- 
child, of the famous banking family, and a great 
gardener as well, purchased control of the Knaphill 
breeding program. Using his great wealth to shorten 
time, he made tens of thousands of crosses instead 
of his predecessors’ hundreds. The kinds thus pro- 
duced were named Exbury after the Rothschild es- 
tate. Since his death his work is being carried on 
by his son, Baron Edmund de Rothschild. 

We have tested dozens of these Exbury Azaleas 
and now offer Gibraltar, Royal Lodge and Tunis. 
Golden Peace really belongs with them, for it came 
from Exbury seed.

ROYAL LODGE GIBRALTAR. The first time I saw this 
Exbury in bloom, I couldn’t believe it. It is 
literally covered from head to foot with massive 
trusses of bright orange-red—or maybe you 
can say orange mixed with cherry. Flowers are 
very large, with petal edges frilled and attrac- 
tively curled. Quite fragrant. Blooms in 
midseason, right on the heels of Golden Peace. 
Its foliage leaps out along with the bloom, 
making an interesting, lovely pattern of change 
from day to day. Appropriately named after 
the famous rock for its strong, vigorous growth 


and rugged hardiness. 


ROYAL LODGE. In my opinion, the best of 
the deeper red Exburys. Actually, a deep 
vermilion-red becoming crimson, with an at- 
tractive, slightly deeper vermilion touch on 
the upper petal. Large trusses and florets but 
not quite so flamboyant in size or color as 
Gibraltar. Blooms later in the season, along 
with its foliage, so that the green makes a 


handsome frame for the flowers.

A Triumph in the Ilex Family 


Something new and exciting has happened with Holly, and we 
believe you will be interested in the story behind these two new 
varieties, Blue Girl and Blue Boy. When botanists are moved to 
create a new botanical species, it’s a good bet that something im- 
portant is going on. . . and doubly so when the result is named 
for the person who accomplished it. That’s what has happened 
in the case of a new species of Holly which Dr. Shin-Ying Hu of 
the Arnold Arboretum has named Ilex X& meserveae. 

It all began in 1946 when city-raised Kathleen Meserve, her 
husband and growing children moved to an old colonial home on 
a Long Island, N. Y. farm.

Once it caught her eye it captured her interest. An intense person 
who believes in “‘becoming involved,” she researched Holly. She 
visited arboreta, nurseries and estates and began a wide and 
varied collection of it. A natural outgrowth of collecting and 
growing was to try breeding Holly. 

Following her initial enthusiasm for American Holly, she dis- 
covered the more luxuriant and attractive English Holly .. . 
only to find, as many of us who live in the Northeast have done, 
that it is not reliably hardy through our winters nor happy through 
our hot, sultry summers. As her goal Mrs. Meserve set out to 
create a Holly that would be ideal for Christmas, with all of the 
desirable qualities of the English Holly and none of its defects.

With this in mind, she began her search for a ruggedly hardy 
Holly to mate with the English. Eventually she found what she 
felt might be the answer in Rugosa Holly, a small prostrate shrub 
native to the Sakhalin Islands north of Japan. Through the 
Arnold Arboretum she obtained seeds from which she grew her 
own plants of Rugosa for breeding. 

Her first crosses were successful, but even so it required years 
of evaluation, selection and still more crosses before she began 
to approach the hybrid Christmas Holly of which she dreamed. 
Basic to her aim were hybrids able to withstand the bitterest of 
winter winds and chilling temperatures. 

Out of these years of effort have come two new Hollies that will 
add grace and beauty to the American landscape—Blue Girl and 
Blue Boy. And through the cooperation of Mrs. Meserve, it is our 
pleasure to bring them to 
you. As you know, it is 
necessary to have a male 
Holly growing nearby in 
order to pollinate the flow- 
ers of the female so that
